DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 5-6 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Prior art does 
not disclose a rolling angle control device for remote-controlled two wheeled vehicle 
comprising: a rolling angle detector for detecting the rolling angle of the vehicle main 
body, the rolling angle being the angle by which the two-wheeled vehicle deviates from 
vertical; and a controller for outputting an operation amount for the steering actuator 
based on the rolling angle detected by the rolling angle detector and a rolling angle 
target value from the remote control receiver so as to bring the rolling angle closer to 
the rolling angle target value, wherein the controller is configured to apply a signal to the 
operation amount for the steering actuator, the signal indicating that a right or left 
rotational torque is to be applied to the steering shaft or the front fork via the steering 
actuator when the steering angle detected by the steering angle detector is in the right 
or left direction.
